Fighting in 
Holy Land 
Seen Subsiding 


(By the Associated Press) 

Sporadic skirmishes broke out 
today in the bloody border area 
between all-Jewish Tel Aviv and 
all-Arab Jaffa, but the ferocity of 
Arab-Jewish strift throughout the 
Holy Land appeared to be sub- 
siding somewhat. 


The 10-day death toll in Pales- 
tine, by unofficial count, reached 
105. 

“Molotov Cocktail” bombs were 
flung at four police armored cars 
in the Tel Aviv-Jaffa area by 
what Jewish sources described as 
dissident Jewish groups, proba- 
bly the Stern group of the under- 
ground. 


Urofficial reports said two Jews 
were\ killed when other armored 
cars Sprayed the streets with bul- 
lets. Two others were reported 
slain in other incidents. 

The new fighting followed a 
wild night in the border area dur- 
ing which a “taxicab army” of 
Jewish volunteers summoned by 
Hagana, the underground mili- 
tia, raced to counterattack a 
group of Arabs armed with ma- 
chineguns and grenades. 

A “Palestine liberation com- 
mittee’ announced in Damascus, 
Syria, that Arab volunteers train- 
ed in commando tactics were be- 
ing sent into the Holy Land to 
begin guerrilla fighting in support 
of Palestine's Arabs. 

At the same time the exiled riff 
warrior chieftain, Abd El Krim, 
who led rebellions against the 
Spanish and French in Morocco 
two decades. ago, declared — in 
Cairo that North Africa's Arabs 
would contribute, to a fight 
against partition.

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1947 “Big Stories” Different 
Than Those in 1946 


The 10 biggest news stories of 1947 have already been 
selected by one news-gathering organization even though 
the year is still with us. 

Heading the list is a story which could also be the 
No. 1 item in 1948—the high cost of living. Next is the 
“cold war“—the Marshall pian, the Truman policy and other 
developments connected with the political and economic 
struggle with Russia. A 

Following these are the Taft-Hartley law, the Hughes- 
Meyers investigation, Texas city disaster, Princess Elizabeth's 
romance, partition of India, the series of airplane disasters, 
the Palestine problem and the world series. 

One notable difference between this list and the one 
for last year is the absence of stories on labor troubles. In 
1946 the series of strikes involving steel, meat. motors, rails; 
the request of President Truman for extraordinary powers 
to break the rail strike and the three and a half billion 
dollar fine levied on John L. Lewis for contempt of court— 
these were cmong the big news events. Last year also re- 
corded such stoiiss as the atom bomb tests at Bikini, expira- 
tion of OPA. Philippine independence, the loan to Britain, 
the ousting of Henry Wallace from the cabinet after his 
pro-Russian speech, the hanging of the former Nazi big- 
wigs at Nuremburg cn< ihe selection of New York City as 
the home of the United Nations. 

On the whole. it woud appear that while the news in 
1947 was no less importani than that in 1946, it was not so 
highly spectacular. 
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United Nations Faced With 
Challenge in Holy Land 


If the United Nations hhas the power and authority to 
divide up a nation as it did in Palestirie, should it not have 
power to act when emergencies develop? 

The Arabs and the Jews are busily fighting it out for 
the Holy Land and the match that set off the latest out- 
burst was the decision to partition that country. Some 
observers believe that if the United Nations are able to set 
off a war by making a decision, there zhould be some 
means to handle the effects of that decision. 

Dr. Adamantios Polyzoides, international o>server, told 
Upland Rotarians jast week, that Great Fritain should 
have patrolled that area for a year as a safequard «qainst 
the rioting that is now underway. The distinguished speck- 
er, who probably knows more about the United Nations 
organization and more about foreign countiies thax most 
people in the nation was critical of the United Nations und 
at the same time had an encouraging report. 

An obvious certainty is seen in the fact that the United 
Nations organization up to now has been barren of any 
major accomplishments. 

The situation in the Holy.Land is challenging. Now 
that England has more or less turned the problem over to 
the U. N. there is a real test ahead for the international 
organization.

The world of political 
freedom cannot tolerate secret 
plots. 

In areas of social, economic, and 
political action, we have come to 
make the word “tolerance” mean 
blanket permission of everything. 
This is a distortion of the very 
word “tolerance,” which implies 
that not everything is “tolerable.” 
Many practices long since have 
been declared intolerable under 
our law. People have the right to 
marry, but not the right to marry 
as many persons as they please 
without first dissolving pormer 
contracts; people have the right 
to drink, but not to get drunk and 
disorderly; people have the right 
to speak in public, but not to in- 
dulge in defamation and slander; 
and no civilization can endure in 
which rights and obligations are 
not intimately related. 


Along with freedom of speech, 
assembly, and association, an- 
other freedom is implicit: freedom 
of knowledge. We have recog- 
nized the right of the people to 
have knowledge of the true na- 
ture of investments through the 
securities and exchange commis- 
sion. Nobody can issue and mar- 
ket business shares without the 
authenticity of the project being 
confirmed. In business, falsifi- 
cation of books is a crime. But 
anyone can sell gold bricks to the 
public in the field of politics and 
“humanitarian” (usually income- 
tax exempt) enterprises. 

Long ago this column maintain- 
ed that if any organization goes 
before the public to influence it 
and solicit funds, the public has a 
| right to know for exactly what it

One of my first questions about 
an applicant for any position is 
not eoncerning his education or 
abilities, bit whether or not he is 
dependable. If he is not trust- 
worthy then we have nothing to 
build on, whether this one be 
teacher, fellow worker or just a 
friend. Dependability is a fine 
asset, built up by time and hard 
work. Hf the worker is most in- 
terested in how much he is to be 
paid or what are the demands 
made of him, then he does not 
win my support or recommenda- 
tion for advancement. We like 
the man who goes to his task with 
a conscious endeavor to make hirr}- 
self worthy of our support, and to 
win our full measure of depend- 
ence. 

The finest recommendation in 
this world are character and de- 
pendability. We put such a man 
on his honor, and know he will live 
up to our trust in him. He grows 
under the plan, and fits into the 
program of success. His word 
once given can be depended upon. 
He lifts worry and concern from 
our shoulders, and adds to the 
total confidence placed in mem- 
bers of the human race. 

A month ago I read the life 
story of a man who was found to 
be dependable by five of the Pres- 
idents of the Unuited States. 
During the early days of Wood- 
row Wilson in Washington, D. C., 
one Mr. Ed Starling was called to 
the White House and detailed to 
guard the President.
